best  colleges  in  the  States,  I  dare 
say  that  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  them 
cannot  connect  up  and  operate  a  sim- 
ple short  motor  with  the  ease  that 
they  should,  this  is  to  say  nothing 
of  the  more  complicated  apparatus 
which  a  fellow  is  apt  to  brush  up 
against  at  any  time.  I  don't  mean 
this  as  a  criticism  or  reflection  on 
the  college  man,  because  from  a  stand- 
point of  experience  all  of  us  begin  all 
over  again  when  we  leave  college. 
Now  this  is  the  place  for  learning 
those  things.  You  become  familiar 
with  and  have  to  operate  every  con- 
ceivable type  of  machine  that  is  of 
any  practical  use. 

To  give  you  an  idea  of  the  amount 
of  work  which  goes  through  the  Test 
in  24  hours,  I  will  quote  these  figures. 
On  January  25th  there  were  tested 
70  induction  motors,  30  series  motors, 
25  stunt  motors  and  generators,  24 
compound  generators,  11  transformers, 
10  revolving  field  aternators,  5  direct 
connected  steam  turbines.  Two  of  the 
turbines  were  of  5,000  K.  W.  capac- 
ity. This  makes  a  total  of  184  ma- 
chines, including  6  rotary  converters 
and  4  syncheonous  motors  which  were 
omitted  above.  There  being  about  400 
men  in  the  entire  Test,  this  goes  on 
an  average  from  2  to  3  men  to  each 
machine,  enabling  every  man  to  be- 
come familiar  with  the  operation  and 
connections  of  the  machine  he  is 
working  with. 

Altogether  there  are  ten  seperate 
and  distinct  tests  in  this  department 
and  a  man  is  required  to  spend  from 
two  to  three  months  on  each  one. 
When  a  man  first  goes  on  any  one 
of  the  tests  hennas  to  "hunyack," 
that  is,  "nunkyjjftg  you  will  proba- 
bly construe  it,  and  this,  consists  of 
pulling  water  boxes  and  holding  speed, 
usually  continuing  for  three  or  four 
weeks,  then  you  go  up  to  the  table 
and  assist  in  reading  instruments 
connected  with  the  test  of  your  ma- 
chine; and  finally  you  are  given 
charge  of  a  machine  to  conduct  the 
test  on  it.  Of  course  this  final  stunt 
is  where  you  learn  the  most,  in  other 
words  you  get  about  one  month's 
excellent  work  on  each  test. 

Probably  some  of  you  have  the  same 
idea  of  the  "Test"  as  a  fellow  I  heard 
several  days  ago.  He  said  that  he 
expected  to  see  things  fixed  up  in 
style,  instrument  tables  adorned  with 
plush,  carpets  on  the  floor,  a  com- 
fortable chair  to  sit  in,  and  that  he 
would  have  to  handle  he  instruments 
with  kid  gloves.  Of  course  he  ex- 
pected to  wear  good  clothes  and  a 
standing  collar.  However,  there  are 
no  carpets  on  the  cast  iron  floor,  nor 
does  he  wear  good  clothes  and  stand- 
ing collars.

best  .colleges  in  the  States,  I  dare 
say  that  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  them 
cannot  connect  up  and  operate  a  sim- 
ple short  motor  with  the  ease  that 
they  should,  this  is  to  say  nothing 
of  the  more  complicated  apparatus 
which  a  fellow  is  apt  to  brush  up 
against  at  any  time.  I  don't  mean 
this  as  a  criticism  or  reflection  on 
the  college  man,  because  from  a  stand- 
point of  experience  all  of  us  begin  all 
over  again  when?  we  leave  college 
Now  this  is  the  place  for  learning 
those  things.  You  become  familiar 
with  and  have  to  .operate  every  con- 
ceivable type  of  machine  that  is  of 
any  practical  use. 

To  give  you  an  idea  of  the  amount 
of  work  which  goes  through  the  Test 
in  24  hours,  I  will  quote  these  figures 
On  January  25th  there  were  tested 
70  induction  motors,  30  series  motors, 
25  stunt  motors  and  generators,  24 
compound  generators,  11  transformers, 
10  revolving  field  aternators,  5  direct 
connected  steam  turbines.  Two  of  the 
turbines  were  of  5,000  K.  W.  capac- 
ity. This  makes  a  total  of  184  ma 
chines,  including  6  rotary  converters 
and  4  syncheonous  motors  which  were 
omitted  above.  There  being  about  400 
men  in  the  entire  Test,  this  goes  on 
an  average  from  2  to  3  men  to  each 
machine,  enabling  every  man  to  be- 
come familiar  with  the  operation  and 
connections  of  the  machine  he  is 
working  with. 

Altogether  there  are  ten  seperate 
and  distinct  tests  in  this  department 
and  a  man  is  required  to  spend  Trom 
two  to  three  months  on  each  one. 
When  a  man  first  goes  on  any  one 
of  the  tests  he*  has  to  "hunyack," 
that  is,  "nunky,!|&B  you  will  proba- 
bly construe  it,  and  this  consists  of 
pulling  water  boxes  and  holding  speed, 
usually  continuing  for  three  or  four 
weeks,  then  you  go  up  to  the  table 
and  assist  in  reading  instruments 
connected  with  the  test  of  your  ma- 
chine; and  finally  you  are  given 
charge  of  a  machine  to  conduct  the 
test  on  it.  Of  course  this  final  stunt 
is  where  you  learn  the  most,  .in  other 
words  you  get  about  one  month's 
excellent  work  on  each  test. 

Probably  some  of  you  have  the  same 
idea  of  the  "Test"  as  a  fellow  I  heard 
several  days  ago.  He  said  that  he 
expected  to  see  things  fixed  up  in 
style,  instrument  tables  adorned  with 
plush,  carpets  on  the  floor,  a  com- 
fortable chair  to  sit  in,  and  that  he 
would  have  to  handle  he  instruments 
with  kid  gloves.  Of  course  he  ex- 
pected to  wear  good  clothes  and  a 
standing  collar.  However,  there  are 
no  carpets  on  the  cast  iron  floor,  nor 
does  he  wear  good  clothes  and  stand- 
ing collars.
